Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The primary reason for allowance of the claims is based on the inclusion of the 
element of "dividing (Figure. 2, element 13) the temporally periodic synchronization 
signal (Figure. 2, elements S, S') by a switching frequency (Figure 2, element F) 
generated by a timing generator (Fig. 2, element 14) into a plurality of switching 
intervals (Figure 3, element l n " in independent claims 1 , 7, and also of Applicant's 
remarks (page 7), received on 17 June 2008. The prior art is silent of this element as 
explained below: 

3. Owada US patent # 6,21 9,396 only discloses in figure 3 that, "The fixed 
frequency oscillator 11 is a reference clock oscillator for oscillating at a stable reference 
frequency f s several times higher than the clock signal f S d used for transmitting data TD 
on the channel 33 such as a transport stream (TS) clock signal to develop the frequency 
f s on its outputs 47. The one frequency divider 13 is adapted to divide the oscillation 
frequency f s of the fixed frequency oscillator 11 to generate on its output 49 a clock 
signal with a frequency ft, higher than the frequency f av , which should be the nominal 
frequency f av of the transmission channel 33, by f b , that is, f h = fav + fb " (col. 7, lines 
13-25). 

4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance.". 
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5. Claims 1-8 are allowed.
